RECENT ELECTIONS 
The recent elections in 
Haryana, Bihar and Jharkhand 
were marked with great hype. 
The people in all the three states 
voted for change but rather than 
it being for the popularity of the 
political parties claiming 
success it is against those who 
were ruling before. The voters 
wait patiently for their elected 
representatives to fulfil promises 
made at the time of the elections 
but patience runs out after a 
couple of years following the 
elections. The elected 
representatives engage in a bit 
of developmental work in their 
respective areas or 
constituencies but later become 
too busy in amassing wealth and 
personal political gains. This has 
hampered the progress of each 
state in some way or the other. 
One particular party having 
ruled for decades remains far 
away from the promised green 
pastures for the people. 
Imposition of Governor’s rule in 
Bihar is not without reason. The 
land of Buddha and Mahavir is 
facing crises of all sorts and 
people are deprived of all kinds 
of development and progress, 
which could have very well 
been in existence. Who is to 
blame? Is it the political party 
which ruled the state for fifteen 
long years at a stretch? After 


all, fifteen years is quite a good 
time-frame for any popular 
Government to act and live up 
to its promises given to the 
people during election time. 
Who is to be made 
accountable? Let us ponder 
over this deeply. 

It seems the entire system of 
elections and governance is to 
be held responsible for the 
chaotic conditions we face 
today. Firstly, the electorate is 
not well-educated and tends to 
be attracted and influenced by 
short-term gains or promises 
made to them. What a wonder! 
After 57 years of 
Independence, we are still 
anticipating the benefits of good 
roads, clean drinking water, 
healthy nutrition and adequate 
housing in many parts of our 
beloved Bharat... Though we 
are placed amongst powerful 
nations with respect to 
possession of nuclear weapons, 
we face an explosive situation 
born from corruption, disease 
and poverty.

An alternative to the existing 
systems and customs is 
required for a better future of 
India. Can we think of freeing 
Bharat from the old systems of 
elections and governance 
inherited from foreign rulers, 
which has further degenerated 
with the addition of the multi¬ 
party system? What kind of 
system is this where the elected 
representatives have to be 
protected and taken away to 
another state to avoid becoming 
victims of “Horse-Trading”? 
Everyone is fully conscious 
about the prevailing weakness 
for attaining easy money that 
runs into several crores of 
rupees each time a person 
changes his party. And the 
wonder of wonders is the fact 
that courts of law too are 
helpless in taking any action! We 
have witnessed this during the 
past years when large amounts 
of money exchanged hands at 
the most sacred place of our 
Democracy - the corridors of 
our Parliament... What kind of 
fruit would emerge from the 
seed that is itself corrupt? 

We, the people of Bharat, 
need to create a new political 
system based on a firm 
foundation of morality, spiritual 
values, accountability and 
honesty leading to the welfare 
and well-being of every citizen 
of Bharat - a system true to the 
concept of “Ram-Rajya”

THE ROLE OF CONDITIONING IN OUR LIFE

W e feed all sorts of 
information to a 
computer and shut it down. 
When we re-open it, we get 
back the same information. 
The computer very obediently 
and faithfully feeds and saves 
whatever is fed into it. It never 
asks us whether the 
information fed into it is useful. 
In our life also, something 
similar is happening without our 
knowledge. In our childhood 
and also upto our youth level 
many tilings happen to us. We 
have been directed, guided, 
advised, admonished and 
remonstrated with lot of 
information by our peers, 
parents, teachers, friends, 
family members and our 
sources of information. 
Parents, teachers and friends 
tell children in their formative 
years that ‘you are not good at 
that, you are a clumsy boy, 
your room is a mess, you 
cannot do the right thing, you 
are just like your father, you are 
more like your brother, you will 
never pass, you will never 
adjust with friends, I tell you to 
do something and you always 
do the opposite, you never 


study, you are lazy, you are 
determined to cause problems, 
you cannot think properly’, so on 
and so forth. Accordingly 
almost everybody is 
programmed and conditioned. 
Our conditioning in life influences 
our thinking process and 
activities. Psychologists and 
psychotherapists say that our 
subconscious mind is like a 
computer. Whatever we think, 
speak and do, get recorded in the 
subconscious. The sub 
conscious mind does not try to 
filter the information as good or 
bad. The subconscious mind 
functions like an obedient and 
faithful servant. Even though our 
conscious mind tries to tell us the 
right things, the subconscious 
conditioning influences us in a big 
way. 

Our life is not a matter of luck 
or fortune. Sometime we feel 
that something good that is 
happening to us is just an 
accident or luck. Similarly, 
something bad happening to us 
is also labelled as our bad luck. 
But the fact is that nothing ever 
happens by accident, but 
everthing occurs in our lives 
because we have created, 
directed, influenced or allowed 
it to happen at some point of time 
in the past. _ 


Some of the grown up 
people, even those holding 
positions of authority, are 
carried away by their 
conditioning due to wrong 
information, incomplete 
information, hearsays, 
gossiping, backbiting and so on. 
They form an opinion of the 
person based on the 
information. They are receptive 
to a negative conditioning. Then 
their dealings are sometime 
very rude, obstinate, egoistic, 
jealous, revengeful and 
problematic. They do not try 
to operate from the right, 
natural, perfect conditioning. 
They are not found to be 
reasonable and realistic, but are 
abnormal and subnormal in their 
behaviour. They would say that 
they are always right, they 
reject others’ opinions and 
project themselves to be 
knowledgeable. In the process 
they chide and kid others, 
disrespect others. They do not 
try to rethink on what a third 
person tells them about 
someone and so they are unable 
to understand the viewpoint of 
others. 

When we go into the 
intricacies of conditioning, the 
following stages are revealed. 
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BELIEFS 

We are what we believe 
about something or someone. 
Our beliefs determine our 
movements and dealings. 
Beliefs can make us succeed or 
fail. Belief does not require 
something to be true. It 
requires us to believe that 
something is true. If the people 
in the coastal areas believe that 
there is going to be another 
Tsunami in a week’s time, that 
belief will create lot of panic in 
their life. There will be fear and 
anxiety. When I was a child, I 
was told by my parents that the 
stone idol in the temple nearby 
was God, I believed and 
accordingly I would go to that 
temple and worshipped God. 
When we believe that we have 
trouble in making friends easily, 
or being accepted easily and 
naturally by others, we will 
believe that and we will take a 
back seat. As a result, we find 
ourselves standing back at social 
gatherings, self conscious and 
unsure of what to say. At our 
work place also we often miss 
opportunities because we do not 
speak up even when our ideas 
are better than the ideas of the 
others who did speak up. We 
have thousands of big and little 
beliefs about ourselves. But our 
mind will act as though they are 
true. These beliefs are not 
created over night, or in one 


birth, but many births we spend 
to create our beliefs. 
THOUGHTS 
We all have a mental 
apartment - the place we live 
with our thoughts. This 
apartment is furnished with 
furniture which is old, tattered, 
negative and waste. Our 
negative way of thinking, which 
we inherited from our parents 
or we adopted from our friends, 
teachers and others, has been 
aiding us to programme our 
subconscious mind. It has 
programmed that we are most 
comfortable with the thoughts 
we have lived with so far. We 
have come to believe that it 
makes no difference if those 
thoughts are not the best for us 
- it is what we know, it is what 
we are most secure in. Again 
our mind is a thought factory. 
This factory is in charge of two 
foremen - Mr.Triumph and 
Mr.Defeat. Mr. Triumph 
produces positive thoughts and 
Mr.Defeat produces negative 
thoughts. Our mind is also like 
a broadcasting station, which 
has two prominent channels. 
Channel P - Positive thoughts 
and Channel N - Negative 
thoughts. Again these thoughts 
are the combination of our 
beliefs and value system. 
Thoughts are the movers and 
shakers of our life and also what 
is going on in the world. Our 


words are thoughts. Words 
contain so much of power that 
a person can be sent to the 
gallows or can be ascended to 
the throne. Words have the 
power to trigger us to a joyful 
mood or depressive mood. A 
thought is the seed. A word is 
originated from a thought. 
Thought has more power than 
the word. Thought becomes 
powerful when it is 
concentrated and sustained. 
We can send urgent messages 
through the medium of our 
thoughts. The voice of the mind 
can be heard in the minds of 
those whom it is meant. 
Thoughts have vibrations. 
These vibrations are influencing 
the people, the environment 
and the nature. Based on our 
beliefs we get thoughts. Our 
value system will try to block 
those negative and waste 
thoughts. But normally the 
beliefs will have an upper hand 
over our value system. We 
want to have good thoughts, 
pure thoughts, which build better 
relationships. But the beliefs 
and tuning inside put up their 
influence and our thoughts get 
twisted. The quality of our 
thoughts determines the level of 
our attitude. 

ATTITUDES 

Our attitudes are the 
perspectives from which we 
view life. Attitude is formed out 
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of our beliefs. Our attitude is 
the result of our beliefs and 
consequential thoughts. Our 
attitudes determine our 
achievements. Some people 
have a good attitude and some 
have bad attitude. We 
sometimes complain about 
somebody, saying that their 
attitude is not receptive and so 
on. Our attitude determines our 
altitude. Attitude is a pedestal 
which projects our course of 
action, our path and speed, our 
determination, our purpose in 
life, and the achievements that 
we are going to have. Right 
attitude is the result of right and 
just beliefs and positive 
thoughts. Right attitude is 
necessary for greater 
achievements. Right attitude is 
a combination of zeal, 
enthusiasm, hope, aspirations 
and enterprising nature. 

FEELINGS 

Feelings are the energisers of 
our attitude to tune it to a high 
altitude or low altitude. A 
feeling is the amplification of a 
thought. The thought amplifies 
into an energy field. A feeling 
will again amplify into an 
emotion, energy in motion. A 
thought of jealosy, anger, greed, 
or arrogance will amplify into 
feelings and broadcast and 
telecast such feelings to the 
surroundings. The attitude is the 
tower which spreads the waves 


of feelings to the surroundings. 
Our attitude creates a feeling 
which can make us feel at home 
or at sea. If we feel at home 
and comfortable with an altitude, 
our feelings can initiate 
effective action. If our feelings 
are triggered from the thought 
of optimism, hope and 
generosity, our action will be 
accordingly tuned and 
performed. Feelings will be 
easily communicated to the 
persons concerned and also to 
the environment. A thought can 
be given as an affection or 
infection in the form of feelings. 
Sustained thoughts of good 
wishes and pure feelings have 
the infinite potential to not only 
condition ourselves to the 
original natural level but also to 
similarly condition others. 
BEHAVIOUR/ACTION 
Our behaviour and our 
actions are the consolidated 
consequence of our beliefs, 
thoughts, attitudes and feelings. 
What we are, what we get and 
what we become - is the result 
of the consolidated conseqence 
of our beliefs, thoughts, 
attitudes, feelings and 
behaviour/actions. Every time 
we pass through the stages of 
beliefs, thoughts, attitudes, 
feelings and behaviour/actions, 
our conditioning takes place 
without our knowledge. If 
these stages are tuned 


positively, creatively and 
constructively, the conditioning 
is going to be perfect. This will 
lead us to the natural, original 
stage of conditioning. 
SPIRITUAL 
KNOWLEDGE AND 
YOGA - THE TOOL 
FOR RIGHT RE¬ 
CONDITIONING 
In fact spiritual path gives us 
an opportunity to go into our 
conditiong aspect when we 
behave in a particular way 
which we ourselves do not like. 
Sometimes we are forced to be 
obstinate, egoistic, jealous and 
so on. We try to examine our 
conditioning. Then we come to 
know that this is a wrong kind 
of conditioning we have got 
over a period of time. This has 
taken root in our subconscious 
mind. At this juncture normally 
we arrange for a self directed 
conversation to ourselves. We 
tell ourselves that this is not the 
proper behaviour. We come to 
understand not only our own 
interest but also the interest of 
others and the world. We 
substitute obstinacy with 
flexibility and adjustable nature, 
ego with humility, jealousy with 
generosity, taunt with respect 
and regard. We tell ourselves: 
those are the normal, generally 
acceptable and progressive 
feelings and we must have such 
a behaviour and feelings. Our 
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conditioning starts changing 
towards this direction. We try 
to explore the perfect 
conditioning level as a human 
being. Humaneness should be 
the bedrock of any kind of 
behaviour. There is a humane 
level and divine level. Divine 
conditioning is the most 
appropriate and original level of 
conditioning. Our belief system 
turns topsy-turvy. ‘I am not a 
body but a soul’ - makes all the 
difference. The consciousness 
changes and undergoes a down 
to earth, positive, natural 
refinement and reconditioning. 

Whatever may be our past 
conditioning, it is now known to 
us where the problem lies. Let 
us recondition ourselves 
perfectly. It is in our hands. 
When the Lord is the only 
authority who knows the secret 
of conditioning and its impact on 
life, He is teaching us to 
recondition ourselves to our 
original level of conditioning, it 
is easier for us to tune ourselves 
to our desired level. Our belief 
system undergoes a process of 
metamorphosis, consequently 
our thoughts, attitudes, feelings 
and behaviour/actions transform 
from the dismal self defeating 
levels to the primal self elevating 
levels. The Lord makes one a 


with the Lord. The 
reconditioning process is set in 
motion by the Lord Himself. Let 
us share some of the powerful 
reconditioning thoughts, 

► I really am a very special 
person. I like who I am and I 
feel good about myself 

► I am able to relax easily in 
my mind and comfortably in my 
body. I am calm, confident and 
self assured 

► My mind is orderly and well 
organised. I consciously choose 
what I think and I always 
choose those thoughts which 
are the most positive and 
beneficial for me and for others. 

I am creative and constructive 
while maintaining a stage of 
instrumentality. My mind is my 
obedient servant. 

► I always dwell on those 
thoughts which create harmony 
and balance and ensure well 
being within me and in the 
world around me.

INCARNATION OF THE SUPREME SOUL

T here are a large number 
ofShiva temples in Bharat 
- Amarnath in Kashmir, 
Somnath in Gujarat, 
Vishwanath in Varanasi and 
Mahakaleshwar in Ujjain, 
Papkateshwar, Mukteshwar, 
Tribhuvneshwar, etc. 

The names of these Shiva 
temples define God Shiva’s 
various divine functions, 
exalting Him as the Supreme 
Soul. The Linga is worshipped 
as the very image of Shiva. 
The Linga indicates that Shiva 
has neither male nor female 
human form like the other 
deities. He is an incorporeal 
point of Light. This is why, the 
12 well-known Shiva temples 
in India are also known as 
Jyotirlingam math 
signifying His form of 
Light. 

The three lines 
marked on the 
Shivalinga known 
as Tripundi 
symbolise the three¬ 
fold characteristics of 
the Trimurti or the 
lord of three subtle deities, 
Trinetri or the one who has the 
third eye of wisdom. 


Trikaldarshi or the one who 
purveys the three aspects of time 
and Trilokinath or the lord of 
three worlds. Shiva is also 
known as Shambhu or 
Swayamhhu and Sada Shiva 
meaning that He is the Supreme 
Soul who has no creator above 
him. 

Legend tells us that Rama 
invoked Shiva at Rameshwaram 
and Krishna offered his prayers 
to Him at Gopeshwar. 
Memorials to these events stand 
here even today. These legends 
also indicate that Shiva is 
worshipped as the Supreme 
Father of all deities. Shiva is 
praised as the Creator, Sustainer 
and Destroyer. But what does he 
create, sustain and destroy? If 
He is sustainer, then what 
account for the scourge of 
poverty, hunger and sickness in 
this world? Does He cause the 


destruction and death of His 
creation? 

The Trinity or the divine triad 


in many faiths symbolizes these 
three roles of God. He does not 
create the elements and all the 
constituents of nature. Nor does 
He create human beings or 
human souls. Matter, souls and 
God are neither created nor 
destroyed, they are eternal and 
imperishable. Each has its own 
unique attribute, power and 
function. The drama of the 
world is an eternal interplay of 
these three forces. Everything 
in nature is cyclic, eveiything 
that is seemingly bom, grows 
and dies is actually being 
renewed, from one form to 
another. 

In reality, God does not 
create a new world out of 
nothing, he rejuvenates the old 
by divinising man’s intellect with 
wisdom, imparted through 
Brahma, who along with 
Vishnu and Shankar make up 
the Trinity. The literal 
meaning of the word 
Shiva is ‘benefactor’. 
Supreme Soul Shiva 
brings benefit to all souls 
by performing the divine 
functions of creating a 
new, pure world where 
righteous, divine and 
happy human beings live, 
destroying all vice and evil from 
the old, impure world. 
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In Shivaratri, the night 
symbolizes the darkness of 
ignorance. Shiva carries out His 
task of transformation when 
human beings, lost in the night 
of ignorance, touch the nadir of 
moral degradation and 
unrighteousness rules the world. 
The process of renewal implies 
destruction of the old. For, anew 
structure cannot be raised upon 
a dilapidated one. Destruction 
is inherent in the eternal scheme 
of the world drama. Nothing 
that is created stays new 
forever. Everything in this world 
degenerates and changes form 
with the passage of time. 

When unrighteousness 
reaches extreme proportions, 
the perverted human intellect 


devises deadly weapons of 
mass destruction which play 
their part in the destruction of 
the old world. The process is 
speeded up by natural 
calamities and civil wars. So 
Shankar symbolises the 
annihilation of all that is bad and 
vicious. 

Destruction is not a direct or 
wilful act of God; it is a corollary 
to the process of establishment 
of a new world order. It is a 
blessing in disguise because it 
removes all that is evil and 
impure, and liberates humans 
from the bondage of sin and 
sorrow. Once the process of

So He 
is called Maha-Dev Shiva. 
Maha means the Master and 
Deva means the deity. 

Then what is the form of this 
Supreme being, the Master of 
the Universe who is also the 
master of the deities or the gods 
and goddess like Brahma, 
Vishnu, Shankar, Durga, 


Saraswati and all others? 

In the Manu-smriti it is said 
that to begin the creation a being 
in the form of egg (means round) 
was incarnated. It was a bright 
light (Manu: 1/9) 

The ShivafWm says that at 


Supreme Light. 

But the most surprising thing 
is that people believe Shankar 
and Shiva as the same being. 

If Shiva or Sankar is the 
same being, why isn’t Sankar 
mentioned as paramatma like 



the time of destruction of the 
world, a wonderful Jyotirlingam 
that neither increased nor 
decreased was incarnated. It 
was Avyakta and it created the 
world anew. ( Shivapuran 
Dhannasanghita Ch. 2,63/64). 

Similarly it has been explained 
in the Yajurveda,{ 33/2) 

All the above texts clearly 
show that God Shiva, the 
Supreme Soul or Paramatma is 
incorporeal and He is the 


Shiva? Why is he called 
‘Sankar Devataya Namahl 
Whereas for God Shiva they 
say ‘Shiva Paramatmaya 
Namah'l It means Shiva and 
Sankar are two different 
beings. Shiva is the Supreme 
one and He is remembered or 
worshiped in the form of 
Shivalingams. He is the Vidyut 
Pususha, the Egg like bright 
object or the avyakt being 
mentioned in the ancient 
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scriptures. The Shivalingams are installed in the 
temples only as the symbolic form of this 
Incorporeal Supreme Soul or Paramatma Shiva. 

Shankar is the divine creation of God Shiva. 
Shankar performs the great task of destruction of 
the vicious world according to the Hindu belief. 

In every religion, it is believed that the Supreme 
Soul God Shiva or Allah reincarnates at the end of 
the Eternal World Drama when peacelessness, 
violence and sorrows prevail in the world. Then 
destroying the old system of the world, He begins to 
create a new world order. As the present period is 
quite peaceless and people’s moral values are 
degraded, this period is called dark period like a dark 
night (Ratri).

themselves through natural systems. For example 
water enlists the cooperation of the other 
elements for evaporation and condensation to 
regenerate its original purity. However, when 
there is a massive imbalance caused by pollution, 
these natural subtle systems become helpless. 
The elements often resort to more catastrophic 
and cataclysmic means to purify themselves. This 
is the only other way the elements know how to 
return to its normal pristine state.

Descent 

It is at the fag end of 
Kaliyuga that God Shiva 
incarnates in this world to 
liberate all souls, His children, 
from the bugbear of Maya or 
Ravan. Indian civilization, like 
a few other civilizations 
elsewhere in the world, has a 
rich tradition of depicting 
spiritual truths in the form of 
mythological and scriptural 
symbolism. Even the renowned 
psychologist Carl Jung had 
visited India to study Indian 
mythology and its latent 
meaning. For example, the 
human Soul is depicted as Sita 
in Ramayana, similarly God is 
represented as Rama while 
vices in human beings are given 
the form of Ravan. 

The festival of Shivaratri or 
more correctly Shiva Jayanti 
contains a lot of spiritual truths. 
God is said to incarnate in this 
world during the night of utter 
darkness. On the occasion of 
Shiv-Jayanti, in the cult of 
devotion, people do not bat an 
eyelid and remain wide awake 
throughout the night to hear 
stories, praise, songs and 
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discourses on God Shiva to wipe 
out their past sins. This custom 
tells us the truth that God 
incarnates in this world when 
there is utter darkness or a total 
collapse of righteousness 
(Dharma). 

God Shiva is depicted as 
Shivaling in temples. This 
means that God does not have 
and is immune to the cycle of 
birth-and-death and hence has 
not. Therefore, He makes an 
ordinary human being His 
instrument or chariot or Nandi 
whose form we find installed in 
almost all Shiva temples. God 
Shiva uses this medium to 
impart Godly knowledge and 
Raja yoga meditation to the 
mankind .In the Vedas, God is 
said to have the fonn of thumb. 
The word ‘Shivaling’ means 
‘symbol of Shiva’ which, in 
turn, may be likened to an orb 
of Light, the true form of God 
Shiva. 

Most of the religions of the 
world have concurrent 
doctrines on the fact that God 
is in the form of light. In his 
world-famous and 

extraordinarily valuable work 
‘Varieties of Religious 
Experiences’, the great 
psychologist William James 
analyses innumerable 
experiences of spiritualists, 
religious personalities and 
others. Strikingly most of these 


experiences pivoted on the fact 
that God is of light-form and 
Ocean of Love. Similarly 
modern researches on what is 
called Near Death Experiences 
(NDEs) also point to the same. 

However, in the Indian 
context God Shiva is often 
incorrectly identified as 
Shankara who is a subtle deity. 
It is said that when God opens 
His third eye, everything in this 
world gets destroyed. 

As said earlier, these aspects 
also are symbolic. Now in this 
confluence Age or 
Sangamyuga God Shiva gives 
us the supreme Godly 
Knowledge which is likened to 
Third Eye. After getting this 
Knowledge, we start to see 
ourselves as well as others as 
souls, points of sentient light in 
the forehead and thus become 
soul-conscious and God¬ 
conscious. As this practice of 
meditation increases, one attains 
the stage of perfection at the 
end. By the time 9,00,000 souls, 
the required number of 
inhabitants in the beginning of 
Golden Age become perfect, 
this iron-aged Kaliyugi world is 
about to face final destruction, 
which is generally carried out 


by three agencies namely 
natural calamities, civil was and 
nuclear holocaust. Such a long 
process is said to be the opening 
of ensuing Golden-aged 
civilization.

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OUR BENEVOLENT FATHER

I was introduced to the 
spiritual knowledge of 
Brahmakumaris in 1999. I 
joined their 7-day course but 
did not attend it regularly. 
When B.K. sister asked me 
why I was not regular, I replied 
that I came only to pass time 
and that I would attend the 
classes whenever I was free. 
These words must have hurt 
her a lot, but she didn’t get 
angry with me (because 
GOD had already given her 
power, peace and love). 
Later she told me that one day 
I would definitely follow the 
divine path. 

I continued to attend classes 
from time to time. After some 
months, I noticed that I was 
benefiting in terms of my 
family relations and my job. 
Whenever good things 
happened to me, I would go to 
the rnurli classes on those 
particular days. I also started 
to attend regularly on 
Thursdays. The B.K. sister 
advised me to attend classes 
three days a week. But I did 
not respond to her request. 

Whenever a problem arose 
in my life, on that particular day 


I used to go to the Centre. I 
would inform about the problem 
to Baba and also to the B.K. 
sister. 

I, along with other B.K. 
brothers and sisters visited 
Madhuban in February 2002. 
There I met my Spiritual Father 
and experienced Him as He is. 
From that day onwards I have 
been communicating with my 
Supreme Father. 

My mother has been suffering 
from heart disease. She has high 
blood sugar, hyper-tension and 
paralysis. On 23rd December, 
2003 she underwent an 
angiogram test at ‘Care 
Hospital’, Nampally, Hyderabad 
and the doctors told us that by¬ 
pass surgery was to be done, 
otherwise she would not survive. 
From 23rd December 2003 to 
4th January, 2004 she was 
admitted at Care Hospital. I spent 
31st December (The day of 
Bapdada’s Avyakt meeting in 
Madhuban) in Care Hospital. 
On that night at 12.00 pm I really 
asked God - “Oh Father, one of 
your children is crying in the 
Hospital and you are happily 
spending your time with the other 
children at Madhuban. If I am 
really your son then please help 
me and save my mother so that 
I can meet you in this 


Purushottam Sangarnayuga. 
Otherwise, I will not attend the 
Murli classes”, 1 said to God in 
my prayer. 

The by-pass surgery was 
fixed for 12.01.2004. The 
surgeon had already told us that 
because she had paralysis, high 
sugar and high BP, operation 
might not succeed. And finally 
he told us that there were 50% 
chances of success. 

I informed this to God, the 
B.K. Sister-incharge and all 
B.K. brothers and sisters of the 
centre and asked them to send 
good vibrations. “If anything 
adverse happens to my mother 
then I will not believe in the BK 
organization”: Such negative 
thoughts were being created in 
me by Maya. The B.K. Sister, 
with all other souls, helped me 
by sending vibrations. 

On 11.1.2004 suddenly my 
mother experienced heart pain 
and the doctors informed us that 
the operation would be done on 
12.1.2004. We went to the 
hospital at 8.45 AM. At 9.00 
AM the doctor told us that there 
were only 10-15% chances of 
success because she had 
developed pain. He further 
informed us that if pain arose 
anytime during the operation she 
would be no more. “If this is 
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acceptable to you then you 
should pay at the counter an 
amount of Rs.50,000/- 
otherwise we would discharge 
the patient”, the doctor said to 
us firmly. These words hurt me 
and I again prayed to God. 
After remembering Baba I paid 
an amount of Rs. 25,000/- and 
gave a post-dated cheque for 
the remaining amount at the 
cash counter. After that I could 
not see my mother because B+ 
blood was being collected for 
her operation and the doctors 
took her to the operation room 
(accompanied by my father, my 
brothers and relatives). I was 
giving blood. The operation 
started at 10.00 AM. At 3.30 
PM the doctors brought my 
mother to a closed circuit room 
and told us that the operation 
was a success. That good news 
was already given to us by 
Baba. 

All the B.K. brothers and 
sisters of our centre had booked 
their tickets to go to Madhuban 


on 14.1.2004 to meet Bapdada. 
On that day I went to 
Secundrabad Railway Station 
and met all the brothers and 
sisters there and conveyed my 
heartfelt thanks to all of them 
for their help. I requested them 
to say heartfelt thanks to Baba 
on my behalf. I cannot give 
the return to Baba for His help. 

On that day I promised to my 
Supreme Father Shiv Baba that 
I would attend classes regularly 
and since then 1 have been 
attending classes. 

This is a real experience 
which I can never forget. I 
have gained so much from Baba 
and I have firm belief that He 
will be with me till my last 
breath. We can really see God 
only with the “Third Eye”, i.e., 
Gy an. 

My mother is also living 
happily now. She has been 
experiencing love of the 
Supreme Father and receiving 
care and co-operation of the 
divine family. 


There are F8 members in our 
family, three of whom are 
attending classes regularly. All 
the members are quite co¬ 
operative and I hope that all of 
them will soon recognize their 
Supreme Father. I now realize 
that I had wasted a lot of time 
before I became a B.K. I have 
brought considerable change in 
my thoughts and behaviour. I 
have to become a beautiful and 
fragrant flower, removing all 
flaws from my personality.

THE GANGES OF

Rajyogini Dadi Gange was one of the founder members of the Brahma 
Kumaris-Organisation. She surrendered her life in the service of 
humanity and contributed a lot in the Godly services, particularly in Uttar 
Pradesh. Dadi Gange was embodiment of purity, service to humanity, 
renunciation and sacrifice. She left her mortal coil on 8th October, 2004. 
B.K. Sister Girija who was fortunate to be associated with Dadi Gange 
in Godly sen/ice, shares her experiences with the readers. As told to 
B.K. Bro.

Question:What were the 
qualities of Gange Dadiji as 
experienced by you? 

Answer: I got the wonderful 
company of Dadi Gange for 27 
years. She nourished us in a 
soothing manner. There was 
seriousness with warmth and 
forbearing features in her. She 
taught us divine knowledge 
with mundane touch. She was 
master-key to solve the worldly 
problems. We could see 
ultimate purity in her. 
Whenever anyone came with 
a bag of complaints, she 
enlightened her/him with the 
light of Supreme Father’s 
knowledge after evaluating the 
gist of complaints. She often 
used to go and sit in Baba’s 
room and never missed the 
meditation at Amritvela. She 
paid special attention to Murli 
and used to explain the secrets 
of Baba’s words. Wherever 


and whenever she went to attend 
any programme, she had the 
magical power of Godly touching 
and used to provide Baba’s 
soothing touch to the people

present there. People who had 
an opportunity to listen to her, 
considered her a fountain of 
healing knowledge. She served 
in Kanpur, the city of River 
Ganga; So Brahma Baba used 
to lovingly call her Har Har

Gange. She used to spend a lot 
of time to clarify the queries of 
the aspirants. When we 
reminded her about the time for 
rest, Dadiji used to say, “See 
Girija, we are Gange, Mother 
Ganga (River) takes 
everybody’s sins.” So, 
everybody felt satisfied after 
telling it to Dadiji. Dadi ji had 
sacraments of a donor. She 
served toli to every person who 
came at 4 p.m., after imparting 
godly knowledge to him. 

Q. What inspirations did you 
receive from Dadiji? 

A. We have learnt a lot from 
her. She knew adequately the 
art of loving, donating and 
nourishing etc. Dadi became an 
instrument for inducting 
thousands of brothers and sister 
into Godly knowledge. She used 
to give a lot of love to children. 
She helped to liberate many 
persons from clutches of vices. 
Children used to play and dance 
in her lap. 

Q. What was your experience 
when Dadiji was admitted in the 
Hospital? 

A. Dadiji was admitted in the

Regency Hospital, Kanpur. She 
used to serve nurses with her 
divine Dristi (blessings through 
eye). She used to ask about the 
doctors’ well being and 
presented them Toli. She used 
to say “I’m okay” when she 
was asked about her physical 
condition. She was in severe 
pain and was in I.C.U. but it 
was the miracle of her Yoga 
that she could bear the pain, 
being in the state of soul 
consciousness. Dadiji’s 
controlling power was 
immense. Once the doctor 
advised her not to take water 
and she did not drink water 
even though she was thirsty. All 
the doctors and nurses were 
astonished at this. She gave 
Godly message in the hospital 
also. The doctor who treats 
diabetes started weeping when 
he heard about the demise of 
Dadiji. He commented that he 
had never seen such an apostle 
in his life. Various V.I.Ps used 
to visit Dadiji in the hospital and 
helped her a lot. She used to 
give directions for arrangement 
of divine Mela (fair) even while 
she was in I.C.U. 

Q. Had Dadiji any Last will? 
A. She had two wills. Her first 
will was to convey messages of 
Baba to one lakh Souls in a 
collective manner. 

The second will of Dadiji was 
to go to centre (home) from the 
Hospital. After bath, she was 
brought to home from the 


hospital. She opened her eyes, 
went to Baba’s Room for 
meditation, talked and paid 
thanks to all the companions 
who served her. She was 
checked by doctor after bath 
and was found okay. All the 
companions were in meditation. 
She even talked with us 
regarding the Mela and gave 
necessary instructions for the 
same. 

But she was contented. She 
was silent. A defeated soldier 
knows the value of victory. A 
thirsty person knows the value 
of water. A dying person knows 
the value of nectar. But she had 
done a lot. She had sown the 
seeds for her crops. She was 
satisfied as a farmer smiles to 
see his teeming harvest. She was 
asleep in her bed. She breathed 
her last at 8 a.m. on 8th October 
2004. There was extreme 
silence. There was tranquility of 
satisfaction on her countenance. 
The golden bird had left the 
cosmic abode stealthily. 

Her chummy fellow, 
Manohar Indra Dadiji reached 
on time. Due to the forthcoming 
huge fair, all the B.K. brothers 
and sisters were coherently 
united in a federation. The 
cremation with spiritual rituals 
took place at 5 p.m. in the 
presence of more than 6000 
BKs. relatives, friends and 
admirers. Many VIPs also 
reached from various places. 
The eyes were wet and hearts 


were overwhelmed with love.

Q. What sort of experiences did 
you and other B.Ks. had in the 
fair after Dadiji left for ultimate 
abode of silence? 

A. Oh yes, it was the occasion 
of the Mela in the ground of Moti 
Jheel from October 16, 2004 to 
October 24, 2004. More than a 
lakh people visited the fair. Baba 
sent a divine message that Dadi 
Gange would subtly visit the fair. 
Many BKs also got the touching 
of the same. The photo of Dadiji 
was also prominently placed in 
the fair. 

A Brahmakumar saw that 
Dadi Gange had been watching 
the Mela from the moon. 
Another Sister ‘saw’ that Dadiji 
was present in the living tableau 
of Goddess Durga and she was 
giving blessings through Dristi. 
Another brother ‘saw’ that 
Dadiji was controlling the 
crowd of the Mela. In fact, 
second message of lovely and 
comely Baba was that Dadiji 
visited the fair through her 
subtle body. 

Gange Dadi was indeed Har 
Har Gange who led the 
warriors from darkness of 
ignorance to the golden 
threshold.

C reative transformation of 
human nature for its 
betterment is the need of 
present time.

Not only inHimvat 
region but beyond it also in main 
cultures of the world, there are 
significant images of God Shiva. 
In Nepal there is a big image of 
God Shiva, the Pashupatinath. 
In Babylon, Egypt, Unan and 
China, some times ago there 
were images of God Shiva 
called ‘Shiwan’. In Egypt God 
is worshipped by the name of 
‘Sewa’. In Rome they called it 
‘Priyapus’. In the church of 
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Italy the symbol of Shivalinga 
is called ‘Huveda Hiphuah’. 
In Greece also people call it as 
‘Phallus’ and in Kaba the 
statue of Shiva was found first 
established. It was the saying 
of researchers that the Kaba 
was also Shiva Lingam some 
time ago as Makeshwar. 
Supreme God Father had done 
special benevolent task for the 
world transformation, that’s 
why there is worldwide 
acceptance until today. 

The Significance of 
Shivaratri 

Now a days, the importance 
of Shivaratri is not known to 
people properly, as the secrets 
of Shiva and Ratri are not 
known to them. In the total 
duration of a day, during its 
twenty four hours, there comes 
a night time but in the lives of 
people of Aryavarta three 
nights are important: 
Shivaratri, Navaratri and 
Decpawali. Shivaratri is also 
celebrated as such a night 
when blessings of God can be 
received by staying awakened. 
As the tradition goes, it is only 
on one single day of a whole 
year that the festival of 
Shivaratri is celebrated.

ETERNAL WORLD DRAMA- 

The Eternal Interplay of Physical and 
Metaphysical Energies - XVI

This creation is an 'eternal world drama' - an interplay of physical 
energies of living and non-living matter with metaphysical energies of souls 
and the Supreme Soul. Ultra microscopic particles of physical energy called 
atoms constitute over 100 elements that form both living and non-living 
matter. Human being (j'eevatma ) is a combination of body (Jeev ), the 
insentient physical energy, and soul (arms), the sentient metaphysical energy. 
Different energy levels and vibrations of neighboring atoms cause the 
appearance of form and colour we see, sounds we hear, smell, taste and 
touch we experience. Atoms unite to form molecules that constitute elements 
or compounds. Physical energy trapped in living matter is called biological 
energy or life-force that sustains itself based on the 'Law of Biogenesis'. 
The quality called 'life' is closely associated with organic compounds formed 
of carbon and hydrogen with other elements. Nucleoproteins containing 
DNA and RNA molecules are considered to be the demarcation between 
living and non-living matter. 

The metaphysical energies of the soul (consciousness) manifesting as 
thoughts, decisions, desires, memories, emotions etc. control the biological 
energies of the human body through the neuro-endocrine systems. Thus the 
quality of 'life' and the quality of 'consciousness' are distinct from each 
other, the former being physical/biological energy, and the latter being 
metaphysical energy. We have, so far discussed these aspects and the role 
of metaphysical energies in health and disease; role of God in rejuvenating 
energy cycles to sustain the 'world drama' eternally; insight of quantum 
physics on human consciousness, and the process of spiritual evolution 
through transformation of human consciousness; the interconnectedness of 
the self, mind, body, relationship, society and environment; the 
interconnectedness of seven original attributes of the soul held in sanskar, 
the secondary qualities or virtues manifested in the faculty of Mind and the 
tertiary qualities or values, belief systems and powers manifested in the 
faculty of Intellect; the process of spiritual evolution through RY or loveful 
remembrance of Shiv Baba as Supreme Mother-Father, Teacher and 
Preceptor ( Satguru ) becoming embodiment of the primary attributes of 
Truth (knowledge), Peace, Love, joy, Purity, Power and Bliss (Balance). 


L et us now look deeper into 
the functioning of the three 
faculties of the Soul-Mind, 
Intellect and Sanskar through 
the insights of Godly 
knowledge and those of Arian 
Sarris,' a transpersonal 


psychotherapist 
The Essential Functions of 
the Mind (Emotional Self): 

Thoughts, imaginations, 
creation of ideas, sensations, 
desires, feelings and emotions 
are essential functions of the 


emotional self. The soul uses the 
mind as a screen or field on 
which thoughts, sensations and 
ideas are projected as images. 
An experience, feeling or 
emotion is the impact of these 
projections. If I want to feel 
good, I have to have the type of 
thoughts that bring the quality 
of goodness. However, mind 
is subject to the whims and 
inconsistencies of the 
intellect. Wherever the 
intellect roams, the mind 
automatically follows, 
producing all of its essential 
functions. 

Apart from the above 
functions of mind listed by Ken 
O’ Donnel 2 * based on Godly 
knowledge we shall consider 
the functions of the mind or 
‘Emotional Self, identified as 
the ‘Inner Child’ by Arian Sarris 
(please see part IV). The core 
beliefs described therein are 
based on the emotional needs 
of the ‘Inner child’, and these 
determine how you will interact 
with others. Based on this need, 
you face people with openness 
and optimism, or with fear, 
despair, hatred, hostility etc. 
Because of the unfulfilled need 
for safety, love or self-identity 
you tend to believe that you are 
unworthy of anything that would 
provide these. Then your 
thoughts, actions and beliefs are

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in reaction to your core belief, 
either striving to counter its 
influences or succumbing to that 
belief. In the face of an 
emotional need, your heart rules 
your head. Logic can neither 
sway, nore argue the ‘Inner 
Child’ into submission because 
your child’s emotional needs far 
outweigh intellectual reasoning. 
The foundation of the emotional 
self is love that comes from 
within, assuring you that you are 
now safe and taken care of. 
When you clear away the 
painful, non-loving beliefs and 
behaviours, the ‘Inner Child’ 
and yourself open up for 
nurturance by God by divinising 
the intellect and filling the mind 
with positive emotions. 

Key Functions Of The 
Intellect (Rational Self) 
Decision-making; 
discernment or discrimination 
power; reasoning power; ability 
to remember, associate and 
identify; will-power; ability to 
understand, know and 
recognize; judgment are key 
functions of the Rational self. 
Intellect, being the ruler of the 
Mind, is the principal faculty of 
the soul. The feeble and 
befuddled intellect subjugates 
itself to two worlds: one is the 
external world of senses, and 
the other is the internal world 
of thoughts, feelings and 
personality traits. Intellect 


allows or refuses entry of 
thoughts into the process of 
action and result according to 
its own set of rules and 
perceptions that constitute your 
belief system which in turn 
controls your attitudes. The 
accuracy of the role of intellect 
as door-keeper can be 
heightened through meditation 
so that positive qualities are 
permitted entry and continuity 
while negative ones are 
weakened and transformed. 
The strength or weakness of an 
individual depends on how well 
the intellect functions. 

We have two kinds of belief 
systems - ‘macro’ and ‘micro’ 
based on which the intellect 
functions. Macro belief systems 
involve large values like moral 
or ethical, governmental, 
religious and philosophical 
codes. These are the tenets that 
define you as Hindu, Muslim, 
Christian, Sikh and so on. Other 
beliefs related to a particular 
doctrine, organisation, country 
or attitudes like feminism, 
intellectualism etc. also come 
under the macro belief system. 

Micro belief systems are 
person-centred, arising out of 
personal experiences and family 
beliefs. From an early age, you 
choose the behaviours that give 
you love and safety you need in 
your family. You incorporate the 
values acceptable in your family 


and the world around into your 
belief system. These are often, 
both subtle and unconscious. 
Belief systems get cemented, 
first by family attitudes, later by 
religions, school, television 
shows, friends and so on. All the 
three core beliefs explained in 
part IV create core messages 
like—“I have no right to be 
alive” when you are born in a 
world that appears unsafe; “I 
don’t deserve love” when you 
are neglected; “I have no right 
to be myself’ when you are 
smothered by over-doting 
parents. All these messages 
create a core belief—“I am no 
good”. If you hold an image of 
yourself as worthless, every 
single decision you make 
reflects that belief system, and 
you create conditions that make 
your life worthless. Abusive 
relationships reinforce your bad 
self-image. Your belief systems 
are like screens of different 
shades and patterns in front of 
your eyes obfuscating some 
areas and giving a tunnel vision 
in others. You form your self- 
image based on how people see 
you, what you believe about 
yourself, and your attitude 
towards others and the world. 
This self-image affects 
everything you do, feel, desire 
or fear, and it affects your 
vibrations too. Your family, 
employers and acquaintances 
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perpetuate or enhance your 
feeling of worthlessness. Godly 
knowledge and RY meditation 
help you regain your self¬ 
esteem. 

SANSKAR (SUB¬ 
CONSCIOUS MIND) 

Sub-conscious mind or 
Sanskar is a major 
manifestation of human 
consciousness (Soul). It can be 
compared to a receptacle that 
contains habits, tendencies, 
personality traits, memories, 
values, beliefs, learning, talents, 
instincts etc. The quality of 
activities of the other two 
manifestations of human soul - 
mind and intellect are based on 
the quality of Sanskar. It gives 
the Soul its specific 
configuration, just as each 
compound has a specific 
chemical configuration, 
depending on which it reacts. It 
is the archives of all previously 
recorded experiences. It has the 
complete data of the soul’s roles 
in the entire cycle of EWD, and 
this is the basis of our individual 
uniqueness. 

We have already discussed 
about the positive chain of 
awareness-thoughts- 
decisions-actions and 
experiences we had when we 
were soul-conscious divine 
beings in the first half of the 
EWD, i.e., during the Golden 
and Silver Ages. We have seen 


how the body-conscious human 
beings emerged during the 
second half of the EWD, i.e., 
during the Copper Age and how 
the negative cycle of 
awareness-thoughts-decisions 
- actions and experiences 
during the Iron Age brought us 
to the present state of extreme 
degradation, disorder, confusion 
and chaos. We have also seen 
how God (Shiv Baba) 
intervenes at the end of Iron 
Age to reverse the state of 
entropy by re-charging the 
human souls by imparting the 
true knowledge about the soul, 
the Supreme Soul and the 
EWD; by nurturing them 
through all relations 
experienced in RY. 

Sanskar, being the 
receptacle of original 
attributes, virtues, values 
and all the experiences 
projects thoughts, desires or 
feelings in the Mind’s 
screen initiating either 
positive or negative chain of 
awareness-thought- 
decision-action and 

experience depending on 
the state of soul- 
consciousness or body- 
consciousness respectively. 
A thought, desire or feeling 
arises in human mind based 
on past experiences 


recorded in Sanskar. The 
negative experiences of the 
recent past get projected as 
negative thoughts, desires 
or feelings frequently 
because they are at the top 
of the stockpile of 
experiences in the 
receptacle of sanskar. 
Through the practice of soul- 
consciousness and RY we 
are able to dig out the 
original attributes of the soul 
from the bottom of the 
stockpile in the receptacle 
of sanskar. Thus, the 
positive chain of awareness- 
thought-decision-action and 
experience gets repeated 
every time we practise RY. 
With Continued practice of 
RY, the receptacle of 
sanskar gets filled with 
positive experience of the 
original attributes, virtues 
and values. With this change 
in the self, the world 
changes as explained in part 
XIV. 

PSYCHOBIOLOGICAL 
ASPECTS OF SPIRITUAL 
EVOLUTION AND 
WORLD 

TRANSFORMATION 

Our journey of spiritual 
evolution from human being to 
divine being during the 
Confluence Age can be

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hastened through a clear 
understanding of the 
psychobiological information 
available in part III, IV and V. 
Let us relate these aspects to 
the views of psychologists 
regarding the spiritual orpsychic 
(metaphysical) energies of a 
person. According to one 
school of thought, conscious 
mind (this includes both the 
Rational self and Emotional self) 
is capable of using only 10 
percent of the total psychic 
energy, while the 90 percent is 
vested with the sub-conscious 
mind ( sanskar ). Super¬ 
conscious Mind is construed to 
be the sum total of both 
conscious and sub-conscious 
minds, and hence having 100 
percent spiritual energy of the 
person. Intelligence Quotient 
(I.Q.) of a person should be the 
measure of the metaphysical 
energy of the intellect or 
‘Rational self. Emotional 
Quotient (E.Q.) should be the 


measure of metaphysical 
energy of the ‘Emotional self 
(Mind or ‘Heart’). On the same 
lines, the Spiritual Quotient 
(SQ) of a person should be the 
measure of total metaphysical 
energy of a person - the soul 
that includes, Mind, Intellect and 
Sanskar. 

In part V of this series we 
have seen that the terms Super 
Conscious Mind, Higher Self or 
Swamprna Swarup, Videhi or 
bodiless soul denote the perfect 
original state of the soul. We are 
in super conscious state when 
we are soul-conscious, and then 
original attributes (primary 
qualities) of truth (knowledge) 
peace, love, joy, purity, power 
and bliss (balance) recorded in 
the Sub-conscious Mind 
(Sanskar) come into play 
projecting the secondary 
qualities or virtues and the 
tertiary qualities or values at the 
conscious level, i.e. the faculties 
of mind (Emotional Self) and 


intellect (Rational Self). When 
the mind or ‘Emotional Body’ 
is filled with positive thoughts, 
desires and emotions; when the 
intellect or ‘Mental Body’ is 
filled with positive belief 
systems, the organ systems of 
the physical body function 
optimally making us healthy and 
relaxed. When we are healthy 
and relaxed physically and 
mentally our relationships 
become harmonious, and the 
human or moral values come 
into play re-establishing the 
original states of society such 
as order, co-operation, justice, 
tolerance etc. Then the 
environment also returns to its 
original states of cleanliness, 
harmony, balance etc. Thus our 
spiritual evolution leads to world 
transformation. 

In the forthcoming part we 
shall continue with the 
discussions on our spiritual 
evolution from a human being 
to divine being. •

- News From Tamilnadu - 

Visit to the Tsunami- 
affected Areas-BKs visited 
Tsunami affected coastal 
villages-Nambiar Nagar, 
Keechankuppam, Akkaraipettai, 
Maruthur, Seruthur, etc. 

Peace March - About 300 
BKs and 100 local people 
participated in a peace march 
which was flagged off by Bro. 
Abdul Kahoob, Supdt. of 
Police, Nagapattinam. 

Pledge taking Ceremony- 
A function was arranged for 
taking pledge. Nearly 1,000 
people attended it. Local VIPs 
praised Brahma Kumaris for 
this selfless service. BKs 
distributed school bags 
containing notebooks and 
other stationery items and 
Tamil dictionary to ten school 
students. Bro Abdul Rahoob, 
Supdt. of Police, 
Nagapattinam distributed 
these items on behalf of BKs. 

Thereafter, school bags 
containing the above-mentioned 
items were distributed to nearly 
2400 students. BKs have also 
arranged for distribution of 
School uniforms, the stitching 
of which is going on.

Sakthivel from Ramnad, Bro. BK 
Shiva from Kumbakonam, Bro. 
BF Shankar from Pattukottai, 
Bro. BK Saravanan from 
Tiruvarur and Bro. BK 
Kayaroghanam of Nagapattinam 
counselled the students and made 
them to come into a happy 
mood. Sis. BK Radhika from 
Kodaikanal and Bro. BK 
Balamurali gave counselling for 
the teachers. The Principal Sis. 
Indira Gandhi showed interest to 
make arrangements for 
conducting counselling classes 
in the school regularly. 
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Bro. Chakrapani, Nagai 
Municipal Commissioner and 
Bro. Vinay Kumar, Nagai 
Municipal Health Officer 
appreciated Brahma Kumaris for 
their timely help. Bro. BK Suresh 
and Sis. BK Meejrakshi distributed 
the Teaching Aids and Library 
Books worth Rs. 10,000/- to the 
school.

Then Bks 
met Matha Amruthanandamayi at 
the ashram at Amruthapuri at 1.15

sets for distribution to families 
in Relief camps. Each family set 
costs Rs. 500/-. They are also 
purchasing 500 school kits for 
distribution to schoolchildren. 
School kit contains (School bag, 
Instrument geometry box, note 
book - 2, pencil, pen, rubber, 
plate, glass, Tiffin box and each 
school kit costs Rs.300. 

The BKs are grateful to all 
well-wishers for their co¬ 
operation for success in this 
spiritual and social service.
